A group of local senior citizens 
have, in recent months, approached 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, complaining that a 
sitting Conimission on Aging 
(COA) board member should not be 
allowed to serve. . 

Barbara Selesky was appointed to 
the COA Board of Directors by the 
County Commissioners less than a 
year ago and said she looked for- 
ward to serving the senior citizens 
of Crawford County, Her goal has 
been, and continues to be, to get 
more seniors involved with activi- 
ties and services offered by the 
COA and provide more services, as 
mandated by state law. 

Selesky said she has been con- 
cerned for quite some time that only 
a select group of seniors take advan- 
lage of activities al the Senior 
Center, located at 308 Lawndale 
Street in Grayling. She would like 
lo see seniors from all walks of life 
feel welcome at the Center and find 
activities that suit their needs and 
tastes. She hopes the COA will be 
able to offer a wider variety of 
activities in the near future with the 
hopes of drawing seniors from all 
parts of the county to use “their 
Senior Center.” 

The section of the bylaws in ques- 
tion is Article IIIf, Section 4: 
“Conflict of Interest - No member 
‘shall be affiliated with a public or 
private organization that contracts 
directly with senior citizens in 


COA offers 
respite 
program 


Many people know the Crawford 
County Commission on Aging 
(COA) provides nutritional support 
to local senior citizens through the 
Meals-On-Wheels program. But, 
many people do not realize ihe 
COA also provides Respite Care 
for weary caregivers. 

Respite Care is a program to help 
support the caregiver in order to 
help an individual remain at home. 
Like the Meals-On-Wheels pro- 
gram, help is available to those age 
60 or older or a spouse of someone 
over the age of 60. 

The program gives caregivers a 
break from their duties, allowing 
them to run errands, go shopping, 
or just have time for themselves, 
After a while, caregivers can “burn 
out,” become ill from the stress, or 
even pass away. The result is often 
that the spouse who was being 
cared for ends up in a nursing 
home. 

The COA offers Respite Care to 
help lighten the burden for those 
caring for an ailing or fragile 
spouse, Just cali for an appoint- 
ment, and the COA’s Registered 
Nurse will come out to the home 
and complete an assessment of 
needs. . 

The nurse will then set up a 
schedule and guidelines fora COA 
In-Home Service Provider will be 
assigned,

Crawford County or be involved in 
any endeavor which would influ- 
ence the policy decisions regarding 
senior citizens unless that affiliation 
is disclosed and approved by the 
COA.” 

Selesky is the owner and operator 
of an exteuded care facility in 
Frederic, and states she holds no 
contracts with the ‘county or with 
seniors that would be in violation of 
the COA bylaws, as some seniors 
have stated. 

Crawford County Assistant 
Prosecutor David Sabin said he can- 
not find a contract or any other 
influence Selesky has that would 
create a conflict of interest with her 
position on the COA Board of 
Directors. 

Selesky said she believes the fer- 
vor over her appointment came 
when she asked about devising a 
plan for the future for the Senior 
Center and possibly creating a cen- 
ler elsewhere to better serve seniors 
in other areas of the county. “I real- 
ly think they misunderstood my 
motives,” she said. “I don’t think 
having a plan is too much to ask for 
considering Crawford’s growing 
senior population. 

“ve always had the welfare of 
our seniors in mind,” said Selesky. 
“There is nothing in this for me 
except the satisfaction of knowing 
we are trying to do our best for all - 
the senior citizens in Crawford 
County. They deserve goad ser- 
vices from the COA and the state 
mandates we provide them.”

The first comprehensive report 

charting Michigan’s environmen- 
tal trends has been released, and 
serves as a building block for con- 
tinued assessments, according to 
the agencies conducting the analy- 
sis. 
_ The State of Michigan’s 
Environment: First Biennial 
Report was prepared by the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) and _— the 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR), It is required under Public 
Act 195 of 1999. The publication 
reports on a series of environmen- 
tal indicators that were identified 
by the departments and reviewed 
by the Michigan Environmental 
Science Board (MESB). 

“This report helps the agencies 
fulfill two key goals,” said DEQ 
Director Russel Harding. “We 
want a solid.foundation of data 
that allows us to better monitor 
relevant trends. We’re also com- 
mitted to getting that information 
into the public’s hands. This docu- 
ment complements each depart- 
ment’s ongoing initiatives. and 
gives us an additional tool to meet 
those objectives.” 

For example, the DEQ has pub- 
fished its own annual report since 
1999 that outlines environmental 
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progress being made through its 
administered programs. 

DNR Director K.L. Cool said: 
“Michigan’s environment has 
grown steadily healthier for the 
past several decades. By monitor- 
ing key environmental indicators 
and adjusting our resource man- 
agement. strategies accordingly, 
we will ensure the health of 
Michigan’s unique and wonderful 
ecosystems for further genera- 
tions. This biennial report is a 
valuable: tool in our la 
process.” 

Recognizing the need for a 
comprehensive, long-term envi- 
ronmental master plan, Goy. John 
Engler directed. the MESB to 
develop a scientifically sound 
environmental indicators program 
for Michigan ‘to track trends in the 
Great Lakes Region. 

Environmental indicators are 
scientifically measurable compo- 
nents that reflect biological, chem- 
ical and physical aspects of the 
environment. The direction of the 
environmental trends can be deter- 
mined by tracking changes that 


occur over time in components 


such as land cover, fish popula- 
tions, ambient air pollutant levels, 


and stream flows. It also allows . 
for’ the development of corrective 


measures (oO ensure optimal 
resource preservation and protec- 
tion. 

The report is divided into two 
sections: environmental measures 
and programmatic measures. The 
first section reports on the impor- 
tant DEQ and DNR ecological and 
physical/chemical indicators that 
are used to track the overall quali- 
ty of the state’s environment, 
which is is keeping with the leg- 
islative mandate. The second 
details additional agency pro- 
grammatic measures that . are 
tracked to fulfill various state or 
federal environmental reporting 
requirements. 

Both directors pointed out that 
care must be taken in terms of how 
the report is interpreted. The sig- 
nificance of changes that may 
occur in a given measure from one 
reporting period to the next should 
not be exaggerated. It generally 
takes several years worth of mon- 


itoring data to properly identify _ 


and assess the emergence of posi- 
tive or negative trends.

Grant program would add, train first responders 


WASHINGTON — Using the 
extremely successful COPS pro- 
gram as a model, Rep. Bart Stupak 
(D-M1) and Rep. Carolyn Maloney 
(D-NY) have introduced legislation 
to provide grants to hire and train 
individuals as skilled first respon- 
dets to potential incidents of terror- 
ism. 

Like the COPS program, the 
grants would be provided to states, 
focal units of government and other 
agencies for hiring and training, 
would provide up to 75 percent of 
the salary in the first year of hire and 
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decreased funding in subsequent 
years, and could also be used for the 
purchase of equipment, if that 
equipment frees individuals to be 
deployed as first responders. 


Stupak said the bill, — the 
“Empowering Local First 


Responders to Fight Terrorism Act 
of 2001,” fills a need made glaring- 
ly apparent after the World Trade 
Center and the Pentagon were 
attacked on September if. 
“Whether the incident is a fire, an 
explosion, or the discovery of a 


mysterious substance, local units of 
police, fire and emergency medical 
personne] are the first on the scene,

responding without hesitation as 
they are trained to respond, and 
thereby facing the greatest risks,” 
Stupak said. 

Maloney, whose congressional 
district includes portions of the New 
York burroughs of Manhattan and 
Queens, said the added burden of 
increased security responsibilities of 
police and fire departments and 
emergency responders has strained 
local capabilittes -- and local bud- 
gels. 

“Without additional funds to hire 
and train new first responders, and 
obtain new equipment, our first 
defense against terrorism will be

unable to fully carry out routine as 
well as new responsibilities,” 
Maloney said. 

The legislation would provide $10 
billion over the next 10 years in 
matching grants to local agencies -- 
police departments, fire depart-

The grant program makes special 
provisions for hiring first responders 
who have been laid off as the result 
of local or state budget cuts, and for 
hiring former members of the armed 
forces to serve as first responders,

Have you received a telephone 
bill that included one or more calls 
made to another country? You or 
other members of your household 
may not remember placing the call, 
but its detail is included on the 
monthly telephone bill. 

Now you must pay a large tele- 
phone bill! What you didn’t realize 
is that you or someone in your home 
probably made the call with the 
computer doing the dialing! 

What’s happening? Some enter- 


tainment web sites include a link — 


that, when clicked, automatically 
disconnects the user’s Internet con- 
nection and dials an international 
long distance telephone number. 
Calling rates for these calls can eas- 
ily reach and exceed $7 per minute. 
In the past, these sites were pri- 
marily related to adult entertain- 
ment, but have now expanded to 
include sites related to games, 
sports, psychic services, gambling, 
travel deals, and other topics. 
Typically, the user is prompted to 
access more information on a topic. 
Sometimes a small print disclaimer 


Close the door 
on dryer fires 


You could be heating up more 
than clothes in your laundry room. 

Each year, according to the 
National Fire Protection 
Association, about 15,000 house 
fires start in clothes dryers, causing 
nearly $70 million in damages. 
The most frequent causes of these 
fires are improper ventilation 
and/or poor maintenance, which 
allow lint to accumulate. When lint 


covers heaters, switches and 
motors in the dryer, fires can result. 
Tips: 


¢ Avoid leaving the dryer running 
when away from your home, 

* Clean the lint trap after every 
use. 

¢ Don’t dry oily rags in your 
dryer. 

* Don’t operate the dryer without 
a lint filter. 

* Ensure that the dlnvers is alnased 
into an outlet suitable for its electri- 
cal needs, 

*Keep the dryer area free of com- 
bustibles such as clothing and 
boxes. 

Adequate ventilation is key to 
not only the safety, but the perfor- 
mance of your dryer as well. 

The dryer duct should vent 
directly outdoors, not into an attic, 
craw! space, or indoors. Ducts 
should be kept free of lint and com- 
bustible debris to prevent a fire 
from spreading outside of the dryer. 

Use only metal dryer ducts. 
Plastic ducts can collapse, causing 
blockage and lint build up within 
the dryer. Plastic ducts may ignite 
or melt, and will not contain a fire 
within the dryer. 

Follow the manufacturers’ sug- 
gestions on length of ducting you 
should use, since appliances are 
tested and certified according to 
certain specifications. Make sure 
to consult your owner’s manual for 
more information. 

Hot spots: 

While there are no sure signs that. 
your dryer may catch fire, the fol- 
lowing are some possible warning 
signs of trouble: 

¢ Clothes, especially towels or 
jeans, take a long time to dry. | 

¢ Clothes are hotter than usual at 
the end of cycle. ° 

* The flapper on the vent hood 
won’t open when the dryer is on,
